In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not nonnally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below conceming the 
substance of the interview.

During our telephone interview , applicant argued that Nokia mobile phones Ltd 
and Nokia corporation are the same assignee that the claimed invention of the present 
application and the subject matter of Lustila were owned by, or subject to an obligation 
of assignment to, the same person at the time the invention of the present application 
was made. In accordance with 35 U.S. C.1 03(c), such common ownership disqualifies 
Lustila as prior art for obviousness purposes. See also, MPEP 706.02(1 )(1)-(2). 
Accordingly, the rejection should be withdrawn. 

Applicant response to after final is proper , therefore, advisory action dated 
March 17, 2006 is vacated, the finality of the office action is withdrawn, and 
prosecution will be reopened.
